of existence in thw Coimollsvlllc re- 
gion, and has aliau&i. ueen forgotten 
Is the one that was owned by tUie 
Baltimore & Olilo Railroad Company 
more than thirty jears ugo. It ib a 
safe bet that many of Iho officers of 
the company do not remombor tho 
company ever owning n. coking 'pliint. 
I. W. Rutter, Borough Treasurer ol 
Connellsvllle, who had charge of the 
plant 33 years aso, when abkctl about 
the plant, said:. " My goodness, 1 
hod almost forgotten that I ever ma.dc 
coke there." 


Tho plant wa'i an extremely small 


one, there being: oniy two ovens, but 
It played an important part In the 
coke history of the Connellsville re- 
gion.
